FATAL ATTACK 
NOT MURDER 

Jury rules man who stabbed ex-girlfriend’s 
lover to death after row had ‘lost control’ 


A man who stabbed his ex-girl- 
friend’s lover to death has been 
found not guilty of murder after the 
jury heard he lost control. 

Andrew Nichols, 45, knifed elec¬ 
trical engineer Colin Bolton in the 
chest on the Kingsnympton estate 
last June. 

Mr Bolton had “goaded” him 
about sleeping with girlfriend 
Michelle Dooley, the Old Bailey 
heard. 

Paramedics pronounced Mr 
Bolton, 28, of Sheephouse Way, Old 
Malden, dead after he was carried 
outside a flat in Thursley House. 

Nichols, who pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter before his trial, will 
be sentenced on Friday, March 14. 

A jury returned its verdict on

Tuesday afternoon after a day of 
deliberation. 

Prosecutors had said Nichols, of 
Fordham, Excelsior Close on the 
Cambridge Road estate, killed Mr 
Bolton intentionally in a “jealous 
rage”. 

Nichols’ defence team said he had 
lost control of himself after repeat¬ 
ed taunts from Mr Bolton, who bar¬ 
rister Lewis Power QC said was 
“lording it” over Nichols. 

Mr Bolton had posted about his 
new relationship on Facebook and 
given Nichols, who has an IQ of 57 
according to recent tests, a photo of 
himself and Miss Dooley kissing.

Roger Thornton, in whose flat the 
stabbing took place, told the court 
last week his old school friend 
Nichols seemed a “totally different 
person to what I have known” when 
he saw him attacking Mr Bolton, 
stabbing him seven times. 


Nichols is an only child, whose 
parents split when he was very 
young, the court heard. 

Until the stabbing he lived with 
his mother, having suffered a ner¬ 
vous breakdown in 1995 and had 
not worked in more than a decade. 

Nichols told the court he could 
not remember stabbing Mr Bolton, 
but knew later he had done some¬ 
thing wrong. 

After leaving Mr Thornton’s flat 
he withdrew £300 and went to see 
his brother in Havant, Hampshire, 
where he was arrested on Tuesday, 
June 11 last year, the day after the 
attack.

The chairman of a New 
Malden Tamil weekend 
school has accused Kingston 
Council of a u-turn, after its 
annual grant was cut thanks 
to a new funding policy.

Petition hopes to ring changes on K4 bus service 


Kingston’s Liberal Democrats 
are petitioning Transport for 
London (TfL) to alter one of 
the borough’s bus services. 

The petition concerns the K4 
route, which runs between 
Kingston and Hook from Mon¬ 
day to Saturday. 

The Lib Dems want the K4 to 
run more frequently than 
every half hour, the introduc¬ 
tion of a Sunday service, and 
the inclusion of Woodgate Av¬ 
enue on its journey. 


A spokesman for London 
Travel Watch said: “We support 
the idea of a Sunday service on 
the K4 route, which would 
bring it into line with other 
similar services. 

“We are concerned about the 
route’s recent performance 
and would expect TfL to take 
measures to improve its relia¬ 
bility, which performance re¬ 
ports show to be poor.” 

Users of the K4 service have 
said the route disadvantages 


people living near Woodgate 
Avenue, including residents of 
two large housing complexes. 

Unreliability, irregularity, 
and overcrowding have also 
been cited as the K4’s biggest 
problems. 

Helen Robinson, a K4 user, 
said: “Additional services 
would be brilliant. It’s not a 
very reliable service and I fre¬ 
quently find the bus full, par¬ 
ticularly in the evenings. 

“I know that a lot of people 


who would benefit from these 
changes.” 

London Transport Buses 
(LTB) threatened to cut the K4 
bus service in 2001, but was 
persuaded not to do so by MP 
Edward Davey. 

LTB also promised to add 
new services to the route, but 
this has failed to ease problems 
facing users.

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'Benefit fears’ of son hit 
by train on 46th birthday

A man hit by a train at Sur¬ 
biton station is believed to 
have committed suicide on his 
46th birthday. 

Neil Groves turned 46 on the 
day he died and planned an 
evening in with his father, 
with a few cans of beer and 
some crisps in front of the 
television - a regular weekend 
ritual. 

Police said his death on 
Thursday, February 13, just 
after 7.30pm, was not being 
treated as suspicious. 

His 78-year-old father 
Ronald Groves, of Manordene 
Close in Thames Ditton, said: 
“He was happy here. He had a 
happy home. He liked watch¬ 
ing TV programmes like Only 
Fools and Horses - comedies, 
he liked. 

“He liked to do crosswords. 
Often if I couldn’t finish he 
would do it, or if he couldn’t 
finish I would do it.” 

Neil had had an “unsettled 
childhood” and did not fit in 
at school, his father said. 

He said: “His mother left 
when he was 20 months old so 
then I brought the three chil¬ 
dren up. 

“I carried on a full time job 
at the Milk Marketing Board 


until I retired. 

“He had never really 
worked. He had a few jobs 
when he left school.” 

Mr Groves’ father said he 
believed a potential change to 
his son’s employment and 
support allowance (ESA) ben¬ 
efit “must have” weighed on 
Mr Groves. 

He said: “He has obviously 
had it in his mind. They basi¬ 
cally told him that his assess¬ 
ment was coming up again. 

“He knew it probably would 
be the end of his sickness and 


disability and he would go 
back on to [jobseeker’s al¬ 
lowance]. 

“He said he would not be 
able to manage on that wage a 
week. It is all part and parcel 
of it.” 

Mr Groves had received in¬ 
capacity benefit for some 
years, his father said, which 
was stopped after an assess¬ 
ment, and he was not moved 
on to ESA. 

He later won an appeal 
against the decision. 

He had recently had chronic 


depression diagnosed, and 
claimed sickness benefit and 
jobseeker’s allowance. 

Mr Groves’ uncle, Alan, said 
he had taken to walking his 
dogs as well after an accident. 
He had a labrador, Buster. 

He said: “I couldn’t have 
managed without him. He was 
a caring person. 

“He loved the dog. He’s left 
him behind. He had family 
around him - it is not as if he 
was one of those loners. 

“He didn’t have a good 
start.” 

His family said Neil had not 
left a note. 

His uncle said: “We don’t 
think there was anything 
malicious.” 

A witness to his death, 
standing opposite platform 2 
when the 16.24 Exeter to Lon¬ 
don Waterloo service passed 
through, said: “It took me 10 
or 15 minutes to convince the 
railway staff that someone 
had been killed. 

“I don’t know, really, how it 
occurred. I witnessed the sec¬ 
ond after and all that hap¬ 
pened after that, which was 
pretty horrific.”

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Late: Traders moved to nearby Memorial Gardens because of over-running work, above KT 83200 


Market traders say they could go 
out of business after they were 
told they will be forced out for 
seven weeks by over-running 
building works. 

Traders were told they had until 
last Sunday to move to temporary 
stalls set up in Memorial Gardens 
to allow Balfour Beatty to finish 
underground drainage work and 
paving on the £5m scheme. 

In a letter to stallholders, 
Kingston Council’s project man¬ 
ager Mark Teasdale said: “Having 
made a commitment to traders to 
keep you in the market place dur¬ 
ing the building works, I would 
rather not be writing to you now 
with this news.

and now need to work with you to 
make the best of a very difficult 
situation.” 

Traders were able to move 
into their new stalls in Memorial 
Gardens from Friday and had to 
be in place by the end of last 
weekend. 

Stallholders will not be charged 
rent during the relocation period, 
provided they trade at least five 
days a week while at Memorial 
Gardens. 

The market will be moved back 
to its usual site by Sunday, April 
13. 

One stallholder, who did not 


want to be named, said: “I don’t 
think we really have a choice. It’s 
a case of like it or lump it, and just 
try and make the best of it. 

“I do think the new market is 
going to look fantastic, and the 
market did need to change, but the 
problem has been the way the pro¬ 
ject has been approached. 

“It’s been organised very badly 
and it’s been disappointing. 

“We’ve gone through a very 
hard time. Trade has dropped sig¬ 
nificantly and we feel we haven’t 
been supported like we could have 
been. Some traders could go out of 
business from what I’ve heard. 

“There’s always a lot of gossip in 
markets, but I do think it is a 
possibility.”

Patient thanks staff for ‘miracle’ of sight 


The family of a baby who suf¬ 
fered severe brain damage at 
birth have won compensation 
from the Royal Surrey County 
Hospital. 

Julian Leyster, now nearly 
four and who suffers from 
cerebral palsy, should have 
been born by caesarean sec¬ 
tion, but a doctor delayed the 
procedure by more than two 
hours. 

His brain was starved of oxy¬ 
gen after his mother, Helen 
Leyster, from Surbiton, raised 
concerns she could no longer 
feel him moving. 

Mrs Leyster, 42, said: “Julian 
is a lovely little boy and makes 
us smile with his cheeky per¬ 
sonality. But the fact remains

he will need 24-hour care for 
the rest of his life because of 
the mistakes during his birth. 
That is something we still 
struggle to come to terms with. 

“At the moment we live as 
Julian’s carers as well as par¬ 
ents, which is why we are so re¬ 
lieved the trust has admitted 
liability.” 

The family’s lawyers said 
they had gained an admission 
of liability from the hospital. 

Anita Jewitt from the Irwin 
Mitchell firm said such inci¬ 
dents “simply should not 
happen”. 

She said: “More action needs 
to be taken throughout the 
NHS to learn lessons to protect 
future patient safety.” 

A monthly patient survey re¬ 
vealed most respondents in De¬ 
cember would be “extremely 
likely” to recommend materni¬ 
ty services at the hospital. 

A Royal Surrey spokeswom¬ 
an said: “We are very sad that 
in this tragic case the outcome 
of care has been so devastating 
for the child and his parents. 

“We take all incidents where 
there has been a poor outcome 
very seriously and investigate 
thoroughly.” 


A Surbiton man who was 
given cataract surgery at 
Kingston Hospital went 
back to thank the staff 
who restored his sight. 

Paul Rand, 59, of 
Brighton Road, was 


treated at the Royal Eye 
Unit. 

The sight in his right eye 
began to deteriorate some 
years ago. 

He said: “I was watching 
telly, Emmerdale, and 


reading the Surrey Comet 
and starting to have diffi¬ 
culty. I couldn’t see out of 
my right eye. 

“Now I can see colours, 
everything, it is amazing. 

“To get my sight back 


after all that time is a 
miracle. 

“I want to thank Mr 
Muen, Dr Hurairah, Lisa 
Childs, Sheila Mettle, 
Iqbal Malik and Betty

Pensioner’s fatal fall 
from slow-moving car 


An elderly man died after falling 
from a slow-moving car in 
Worcester Park. 

Paramedics were called to the 
Manor Drive, at about 11.30am on 
Friday, February 14, but John Tul- 
ley, 83, was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Police said they believed Mr Tul- 
ley had fallen on to the pavement 
from a slow-moving vehicle. 

His wife was too upset to speak 
at their home in Old Malden, last 
week. 

The incident took place at the 
end of the Manor Drive, near to 
the Doris Venner Youth and Com¬ 
munity Centre and the Manor 
Drive Medical Centre. 

The road was cordoned off and a 
squadron of police and paramedic 
vehicles responded to the

emergency call, witnesses said. 

One witness said: “It was bril¬ 
liant the way they tried to revive 
him. They took it in turns. 

“The police came and they 
sealed the road off.” 

Doctors and nurses from the 
next-door medical centre rushed 
out to help Mr Tulley, a nearby 
worker said. 

She said: “Before the ambulance 
came I think they worked on him, 
but he was too badly injured.” 

A London Ambulance 
spokeswoman said: “Extensive ef¬ 
forts were made to resuscitate [Mr 
Tulley], but sadly he died at the 
scene.” 

Resident Susan Taylor, who lives 


opposite the spot where Mr Tulley 
died, said: “It was round about the 
time when children were coming 
out [of the community centre] 
and the afternoon ones were going 
in.” 

A Kingston police spokesman 
said: “It is thought that the man 
fell on to the pavement from a 
slow-moving vehicle. 

“He was not struck by any other 
vehicles.” 

Mr Tulley lived in nearby Idmis- 
ton Square, near Plough Green 
and Manor Park, Old Malden. 

South West London Coroner’s 
Court confirmed an inquest into 
his death had been opened and 
adjourned.

I thought the present 
generation of Kingston 
councillors might take a 
more favourable view of a 
scheme that offered so 
much more for people al¬ 
ready living in the area.

He was released a day early 
from his four-day arrest. How¬ 
ever he, and a friend arrested 
the day after, are still being in¬ 
vestigated on arms trafficking 
offences. 

A stash of weapons was 
found at his home including a 


Luger similar to, but not the 
same as, the weapon which 
was used to murder the Al- 
Hilli family and French cy¬ 
clist Sylvain Mollier, 45. 

French prosecutor Eric 
Maillaud told Le Figaro news¬ 
paper: “If no link between the 
former policeman and the 
killings has been found for 
now, that does not necessarily 
mean that it will not be found 
in the future. 


“If we are talking about a 
random killing, it is almost in¬ 
evitable that investigators 
cannot establish a motive.” 

Saad Al-Hilli, 50, was found 
shot to death in his car with 
his wife Iqbal and her mother, 
while a French cyclist was 
also found shot dead nearby. 

The two Al-Hilli children, 
both former pupils of Clay- 
gate School, survived the 
attack. 


Zainab, then seven, was shot 
and pistol whipped by the 
gunman, but survived the at¬ 
tack and Zeena, then four, es¬ 
caped unharmed after she hid 
beneath her mother’s skirt. 

Saad’s brother, Zaid al-Hilli, 
of North Parade, Chessington 
learned in January he would 
face no charges. 

He told Sky News the two 
arrests were “better than 
nothing”.

The latter 
was blackened and swim¬ 
ming in oil and the chunky 
chips could have done with 
less time in the fryer. Col¬ 
leagues did not manage to 
get the right sauce with their 
steaks but enjoyed them 
nonetheless. 


On a more positive note, 
the vanilla lemon twist 
cheesecake was lovely, as 
was the leek and potato soup 
as a starter. 

The fact the races are so 
fast-paced and held at short 
intervals throughout the 
evening is a bonus, as there 
is never a dull moment. 

The Plough Lane, Wimble¬ 
don, stadium has been mired 
in controversy as the debate 
rages on as to whether it 
should be spruced up as a 
greyhound track or see AFC 
Wimbledon moving in 
instead. 

It is hard not to spot the 


around-the-edges style of the 
stadium itself, and a lick of 
paint and the opening up of 
one side of the track would 
do wonders for its appeal. Or 
would it lose its gritty appeal 
if it was sparkling and new? 
That remains to be seen. 

But despite the threat of 
re-development, the stadium 
is pulling in the punters for a 
night of racing, and with 
plenty of deals on tickets, it 
is a fun, afford¬ 
able night out.

Inheritance woes 

Well-off residents leave loved ones with unexpected tax bills 


Top 20 

Property turn-offs for 
potential buyers 


Affluent residents in the south 
east could face unexpected tax 
bills on their estate because they 
have no awareness of the inheri¬ 
tance tax threshold. 

The latest Trends in Wealth 
Report: Heir today, gone tomor¬ 
row by Close Brothers Asset 
Management shows nearly half 
of those liable for inheritance 
tax on their personal assets in he 
south east don't know the 
correct threshold. 

The amount paid in inheri¬ 
tance tax is predicted to climb 
by 60 per cent by 20191. With 
the threshold currently frozen at 
£325,000 and with assets such as 
property rising in value, the 
number of Britons set to fall into 
the threshold is forecast to dou¬ 
ble from 21,000 in 2012 to 
42,000 by 2016/172. Yet despite 
the importance of inheritance 
tax planning, knowledge of tax¬ 
saving measures is by no means 
uniform among those whose 
estates are over the threshold. 

Awareness of the seven-year 
gift rule was the strongest, yet 
18 per cent of affluent respon¬ 
dents in the south east were 
completely unaware of this legit¬ 
imate exemption. There was sig¬ 
nificantly less awareness of the 


Business Property Relief, with 70 
per cent unaware of this tax-sav¬ 
ing measure - a greater lack of 
awareness than the UK average 
(66 per cent). 

This is reflected by the number 
of people who have yet to 
address the issue of estate plan¬ 
ning. More than a third (37 per 
cent) of those with assets over 
the threshold in the south east 
have not put any plans in place 
to protect their wealth, com¬ 
pared to 34 per cent across the 
UK. Worryingly, almost the same 
amount (35 percent) of affluent 
residents in the south east do 
not believe they need to do any¬ 
thing to protect their assets. 

The research suggests that de¬ 
spite their exposure to inheri¬ 
tance tax, 47 per cent of the 
affluent respondents in the 
region have never sought pro¬ 
fessional advice from a lawyer, 
accountant or financial planner, 
higher than the UK average. 
Moreover, 16 per cent have never 
discussed passing on their 
wealth with anyone at all, the 
highest level in the UK. 

Patrick Haines, regional head 
of advice at Close Brothers Asset 
Management, said: "When it 
comes to personal finances, 


those looking to pass on their 
wealth cannot let inheritance fall 
under the radar. It can only be 
ignored for so long. With £75bn 
being inherited in the UK every 
two years, large sums of family 
wealth are left unnecessarily 
exposed to tax. A combination of 
planning inertia and a general 
lack of awareness is to blame, 
but it is crucial that those who 
will see their estates subject to 
the tax understand their 
liability."
